But what Impressed ma most 
uniong the many, facts. gleaned 
was that the producers of a film 
consider they are making good’ 
progress if ist one full day they 
make one minute of the final 
version as the, public will seo It. 

A feature film’ nowadays 
usually runs for two hours, 80 
you can calculate how long, 
roughly, it tukes to make the 
picture. | 

It was about eleven o'clock 
in the forenoon when I tiptocd 
on to one of the sound stayes 
at Pinewood, where work was 
being done on scenes, or rather 
one scene, for the film version 
of Joseph Shearing’s novel, 
“Blanche Fury.” :

Infuriating Delays 

There are the long periods of 
waiting while lighting and 
camera angies and many other 
technical items are adjusted and 
changed this way and _ that. 
These delays must be infuriat- 
ing. 

My visit to the studio gave 
me an incrensed respect for the 
patience ‘which this pains- 
taking -concern to get things 
just right demands of. all those 
people before and behind, the 
cameras, and which they must 
udopt, before n successful film 
can be made. 

In the afternoon J watched 
another outdoor scene « for 
“Blanche Fury" being shot. 
This time Stewart Granger was 
the “victim’ and the camera- 
man (the film is belng made in 
colour) scemed to be matching 
the elfects of the colours of Mr, 
Granger's coat, the horse he 
was sitting, and the graceful 
carriage he was approaching.
